Court of Small Causes of Calcutta. 


E NOTICE. 


The following Rules made by the Court of Small Causes of Calcutta, with the 
previous sanction of the High Court, under section 9 of Act XV of 
1882, “ Presidency Small Cause Courts Act, 1882,” are hereby published 
Sor general information. ; 


1. In these Rules—unless there be something repugnant in the subject or 
context :— 

(1) Words importing the masculine gender shall be taken to include 
females ; 

(2) "Words in the singular shall include the plural, and vice versa; 

(8) “the Act” means Act No. XV of 1882 of the Governor-General in 
Council (The Presidency Small Cause Courts Act, 1882); 

(4) “The Code” means the Code of Civil Procedure ; 

(5) “ Decree” includes any amount or sum of money, whether by way 
of costs or otherwise, directed by the Court to be paid under any decree or 
order or in any proceeding whatsoever ; 

(6) “Person” includes any company or association, or body of indivi- 
duals, whether incorporated or not ; 

2) “Pleader” includes every legal practitioner (not being an advocate) 
entitled to practise in the Court ; 

(8) “ Process” includes a sammons to a witness, a notice, or any other 
process which has to be served through the Couris, not being a summons to a 
defendant or a warrant; 

(9) * Rule” means one of these Rules ; 

10) “Summons” means a summons to a defendant.

2. The Judges may sit apart or together at any time, and any one or more 
of the said Judges so sitting apart shall have all the judicial authority which 
is given by the Act to the Small Cause Court.

The \8th July 1882,—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the 
Petroleum Act, 1881, the Lieutevant-Governor of Bengal is pleased, with the previous sanc- 
tion of the Governor-General in Couucil, to make the following rules to regulate the import- 
ation of petroleum :— 


Previmrary. 
*°1, (1) All-words and expressions used in these rules and defined in the Act shall in 
rd these rules have the meanings respectively assigned to them by the Act, 


(2) In these rules— 


“Petroleum declared dangerous” means petroleum which the master of a ship has 
declared under rule 2 to be dangerous petroleum. : 

Certificated petroleum” means petroleum covered by ® certificate granted at the port 
of shipment, of such description as the Local Government may, from time to time, by 
written order prescribe, and to the effect that the petroleum is not dangerous petroleum. 


« Uncertificated petroleum” means petroleum which the master of the ship bas not 
f declared under rule 2 to be dangerous petroleum, and which is not covered by a certificate 
as aforesaid. 


«Petroleum reported dangerous” means petroleum stated in a report signed by the 
Chemical Examiner to Government, and deposited in the office of the Port Commissioners, 
to be dangerous petroleum. 

“ Petroleum reported not dangerous” means petroleum stated in a report as aforesaid 
‘not to be dangerous petroleum. 


Importation at Catcurra. 


2. The master of every ship bound for Caleuttta and carrying petroleum shall, before 
reaching Budge-Budge, declare in writing to the pilot*— 


(a) what quantity of petroleum the ship is carrying ; 
(6) whether any, and if so what, part of it is dangerous petroleum ; and 
(c) whether any, and if so what, part of it is certificated petroleum. 


Where the master declares that any petroleum is eertificated petroleum, he shall produce 
to the pilot the certificates covering the same. , 
8. A ship having on board any petroleum declared dangerous shall not proceed upwards 
beyond Budge-Budge until that petroleum has been discharged. 
| 4. A ship having on board any uncertificated petroleum shall not proceed upwards 
beyond Budge-Budge until that petroleum has been either discharged or reported not 
dangerous. 
*. A ship having on board only certificated petroleum or petroleum reported not 
dangerous, or both, may proceed upwards as far as Mutteea Brooj Ghat, but shall not 
proceed further until that petroleum has been discharged, unless the quantity of the petro- 
leum does not exceed 500 gallons, in which case she may proceed to any mooring in the port. 
6. (1) When a ship is stopped at Budge-Budge under rule 4, or at Mutteea Brooj 
Ghft under rule 5, the Superintendent of River Police, or one of his assistants, shall as soon 
as possible go on board and obtain samples—in the former case, of all the uncertificated 
petroleum, and if there is certificated petroleum on board which, together with the uncerti- 
ficated petroleum, amounts to more than 500 gallons, of that certificated petroleum ; in the 
latter case, of all the petroleum on board which has not been reported not dangerous, 
‘ ¢2) The master shall give to the Superintendent or his assistant a sample of every 
iety of petroleum comprised in the petroleum of which samples are to be taken under 
clause (1), and shall, it the Superintendent or his assistant so require, take those samples 
_ from the particular receptacles indicated by him. 
(8) The Superintendent or his assistant shall forthwith seal the receptacles containing 
the samples, and having labelled them with the name of the ship, the name of the consignee, 
and such other diXinguishing marks as may be necessary, shall forward them to the 
_ Qhemical Examiner for report ; and the Chemical Examiner, having tested them, shall sign 
\ a report declaring that they are or are not dangerous petroleum (as the case may be), and 
forward that report to the office of the Port Commissioners, where it shall be deposited.

11. When petroleum is landed within the port— i 
. (1) it shail be landed only in covered cargo-boats, and after sunrise and before sun- 


set ; ‘ 
(2) if landed on the Cilcutta bank of the river, it may be landed at Nemuck Mahal 


Ghat, or at any ghat or landing stage lower down the river ; , 
(3) if landed on the Howrah bank of the river, it may be landed at the ghdt imme- 
diately to the east of the Royal Botanical Gardens ; re 


(4) it shall not, without the written permission of the Port Commissioners, be landed 
at any other ghit than those named above. 

(5) No smoking, fire, or light of any description shall be allowed in any cargo-boat 
during the time that the-petroleum is on board the boat. 


12. All petroleum landed at the ghat on the Howrah bank of the river, mentioned in 
Rule 11, shall ve carried at once from the boat in which the petroleum has been conveyed 
to the ghit (without being deposited or stacked on the ground) to the north side of the gate 
leading into the Royal Botanical Gardens, and shall not be deposited or stacked,within 50 
yards to the north of a line drawn throngh the pillars of that gate. 

13. When the petroleum declared or reported dangerous, or both, on board a ship 
amounts to more than 40 gallons, and is not covered by an import licensé granted 
under section 4 of the Act, and the master desires to proceed above Budge-Budge, the 
Local Government may, if it thinks fit, grant to any person a license to possess that petro- 
leum at such place for such time and subject to such undertaking by such person for the re- 
exportation of that petroleum at the expiration of that time as it thinks fit; and may, not- 
withstanding anything hereinbefore contained, permit that petroleum to be landed aud deli- 
vered to that person in such manner and subject to sach couditions as it thinks fit. 


Importation at oTHER Ports, 


14, The master of every ship conveying petroleum shall on entering a port in the P 
Lower Provinces of Bengal other than the port of Calcutta give intimation of the quantity 
and description of the petroleum to the Magistrate of the district, and shall not allow more 
than three gallons of dangerous petroleum to be removed from the ship for delivery to any 
one person, except upon the production by the consignee or his agent of a license under 
section 4 or section 5 of the Act (as the case may be) to possess the same. 


GENERAL. 


15. Nothing in the foregoing rules applies to petroleum comprised .in a ship’s stores 
and manifested as such, provided it is not of unreasonably large amount. If any question 
arises as to whether any petroleum’ manifested as ship’s stores is of an unreasonably large 
amount, the decision thereon of the Port Commissioners in Calcutta and of the Magistrate 
of the district elsewhere shall be final.

’ ‘ Quarantine Rules for the Port of Caleutta, 


The 18th July 1882,—Tn exercise of the power conferred by Act I of 1870, the following 
rules for quarantine against cholera, have been made by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 
with the previous sanction of the Governor-General in Council. They will, as a temporary 
measure, take effect from this date in the port of Caleutta:— 


I. The commander of every vessel, including buygalows or other native craft, arriving 
from the isiand of Sumatra or from the port of Batavia in the island of Java where cholera 
prevails, shall, on arrival at the Sandheads, hoist a yellow flag, and indicate by signal the port 
from which she has come, and shall keep such flag and signal flying until permitted to take 
it down as hereinafter provided. 

Il. Such commander shall not, without having first obtained permission as hereinafter 
provided, allow any communication with the shore or with any other vessel or boat, excepting 

; : only with the boat supplying the pilov* from the pilot brig, 
eee ee raee compulsory forall and in that case communication shall be limited to receiving 
, on board tue pilot, bis leadsman, servant, and baggage. 7 

III. The pilot shall not take such vessel higher up the river than Royapore, but shall 
anchor it there until the Health Officer of the port has visited it and ascertained by enquiry 
whether any person on board is then suffering, or has during the voyage suffered, from 
cholera ; and if such officer is satisfied by enquiry that no such case has oceurred, he shall, by 
writing under his hand, to be delivered to the commander, permit such vessel to haul down the 
yellow flag and proceed upwards to the port, and to hold free communication with the shore 
and with other vessels and boats in port. 

IV. Ifthe Health Officer shall have reason to believe that any such case has occurred, 
he shall direct the commander to detain the vessel at the quarantine anchorage at Royapore 

» for the space of 15 days from the day of arrival there, or from the date of the occurrence ot 
. the latest cage of illness, and shall further direct the commander to prohibit, during the said 
15 days, all comrfunication, except such as is hereinafter provided for, between such vessel 
-.-and-the shore, or other vessels or boats in the harbour. The Health Officer may further 
_ direct the removal of so many of the passengers and crew as may not be suffering from sickness, 
and whose services may not be required on board the ship, to such particular spots as may 
from time to time be fixed upon by the local Government as places of quarantine, there to 
"8 emai on space of 15 days, or, in the event of the occurrence of a case of sickness, for a 
‘ Speen A 5 days from the date of the occurrence of the last case. The Health Officer’may 
- permit the pilot, with his leadsman and servauts, to leave the vessel at any time after such 
precautionary disinfection of their persons and baggage as he may think necessary;or may 













¢ that they remain in quarantine along with the passengers and crow. : 

-V. Any mails or cargo which may be brought by any vessel so arriving shall be landed 

“precautions as may be deemed necessary by the Health Officer to prevent the 
disease.
